Germany has lost the whole of the 

Belgian coast, which for four years 
has been the base of subnuirine and 
aerial attacks against Kimland and 
English shipping. Ostend has been 
taken, Lille has been occupied and 
Doual has fallen. Belgian patrols are 
In Bruges, which Is only about eight 
miles from the Dutch frontier. Ger- 
man forces, defeated and demoralised, 
are in full retreat toward Antwerp. 

Over a wide strip of the front in 
iielglum and northern France the 
firitlsh, French and Belgian armies 
have swept forward wlw relentless 
speed, crushing rear-guard detach- 
ments left behind by the Germans to 
retard pursuit. Enormous (inanlitles 
of material* have been captured by 
the Allies and the number of prisoners 
taken steadily is moiniting. ' 

Keeping slep with this movemeiil. 
although at a slower pace, the Allied 
forces farther south have been mov- 
ing ahead Two American contin- 
gents are operating east of Cam- 
brai and St. Quentin. One Is work- 
ing with the British and is aiding in 
the advance into the German de- 
fenses east of liOCateau. The other 
Is with the French and is assisting 
materially, in the attempt to smash 
in th»-right flank 'of the German sal- 
ient northeast of Laon. In both these 
regions the Allies have found German 
resistance stubborn and have been 
forced to light their way ahead In the 
face of hiprlcanes of bullets and 
shells. 

NotwItUtilanding the bad weather 
and the terrible condition of tlie 
ground. Gen. Pershing's men have 
gained ground east of the Argonne 
forest. Cote Chatlllon, a dominating 
height, haa bean taken and poaitions 
near It are held solidly by tUt Amer- 
icans.

Camp T.iee, Vs., October 10 — Penn- 
sylvania Is to furnish 5? civilians to 
the Central Oflicers' Tratniiii; School 
In the next class. These are among 
300 civilians who will repcul to the 
school next Sunday Tliey are drawn 
from the states from Maine to Vir- 
ginia. 

Philadelphia leads the Pennllylvan- 
ians, with 26 of the state's 59 repre- 
sentatives. Pittsburgh has 18 civil- 
ians in the list, and the rest of the 
state furnishes 21 men. These men 
will enter for a four months' course, 
which is^calculated to fit them for 
second lieutenants in th» TTnited 
States Army. 

About half are men who would be in 
d^ss No. 1 under tlie new iirafl. and 
the remainder are drawn from men of 
deferred classillcalion. In case the 
latter fail to maintain the pace rc- 
iiuired of them it w ill be optional with 
them whether or not they remain in 
ihe service. The class 1 men will be 
inducted for the period of the war, 
and' In the event they fail to qualify 
as lieutenants they will serve as en- 
listed men. ^

IMPROVE WOOD LOT 



'Tnm Lmvp In tlit- Kurm- Timber 
Tract and Tliooe to Hemuvc 
For PneL 



WMblngton, D. C, October 18— In 
cutting flrewood for this winters 
enerKeney fuel auppljr the operation 
should be undertaken with the double 
purpose of furnishing heat and Im- 
provliip the farm wood lot at the snnie 
time. The I'niteil States Department 
of AgrlcuUnie lias iHSued a brief 
statement wliidi tells what trees to 
leave ami wlrii to ent. 

It ri'cciMinH'nds tliat llie trees lie 
inarkeil U\r cnlliiii; now while the 
leaves are on tlieni, even il' other farm 
woVk prevents Ihe aelnal |■ellill^ until 
later, because it la easier to tell the 
digerent kinds by the foliage than hy 
the bark. But the cutting should he 
done as soon as possible If the fire- 
wood Is to be used this winter, so 
there will be some time for the wood 
_ to season. 

In the New England and Middle At- 
lantic States the following kinds 
should be left standing to furnish 
lumber, exeent In the case of individ- 
ual trees that are erooked. knotty, 
diseased, or ,lefe(liv,>: White pine, 
red spruce, lialsani. chestnut, white 
oak, red oaK. Iiard nianle. 'yellow 
birch, tulii) iioi'lar. white ash, hick- 
ory and basswiiiiil 

Trees of Less Value 

The trees of less value for luinher. 
or Blow growing, and which should he 
out are: melock, arbor vltae. hlaik 
okk, scarlet oak, red maple, beeeli. 
gum, plm, gray birch, and ironwood. 

In Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, and south- 
east Missouri save: Yellow poi>lai. 
black walnut, red gum. white oak, red 
oak. Cottonwood, hickory, white ash, 
hafd maple, and (lasswood. 

In thcBP Stales the trees to be cut 
friiin the lann wood lot for firewood 
are hlack oak, red elm, heeeh. and red 
maple. 

In the northern narts ol' Michigan. 
Wisconsin, and Minnesota tlx' irci^s to 
be saved for hnnher arc; White pine, 
red pine, aspen, yellow hlrch. liass- 
WOOd, red oak, white ash, ami hard 

maple. 

Farmers in the southern section of 
these States may well cull out for lire- 
wood, and thus improve the value of 
their timber stands, the following 
trees: Jack pine, hemlock, scarlet 
oak, black oak, elm, and beech. 

In the southern portions of these 
lake States — Michigan, Wisconsin, 
and Minnesota — farmers would do 
well to save: White oak, red oak, 
white ash, basswood, hickory and 
hard maple. 

The trees lliat may lie lemoveil for 
fuel in the , sonthcrn farmiUB seetion 
of these Stales are: Black oak, red 
elm. and heech.

iBflaeua Epidemic Has Caused the 
Feed Admlnlstratioii to Change 
the Datrs of Thh Impor* 
taut Mcctttigr. 



Louisville, October 18 — Because of 
the unsettled condition ot the country 
^ to the nation-wide influensa epl- 
detilo, the Food Administration has 
■ poctppned' "Conservation Week" from 
October 27th-November 2hd to Decem- 
ber l8t-7th. Followlnt; receipt of this 
decision from llorbcrt Hoovpr, Feder- 
al Food Administraldi- Fred M. Sacltet 
anrouiiced tliat llio inlcrvi'iiini; period 
ot five weeks Wfuild lie utilized to tliG 
fullest extent in iicrfcrliim an (jr.^aii- 
IsaMon and doiuK all dilicr prcp- 

arrtory work ax the Bituallon per- 
mits. 

Ilr. Sacket at the same time made 
the statemept that the military eltu- 
atlnn, encouraging as it is, formed no 
adequate reason for the relaxation of 
oons'ervation efforts, and said tlie 
Food Administration would expect the 
ow-nen of Kentucky to do during the 
nert twelve months even Krealer work 
thf 1 they have ddiip licrrtufiire.

"Nfr. Hoover told the inter-Allled 
Council that whatever the war food 
program of tbe Allies required. Amer- 
ica would endeavor to meet," Mr. 
Saekett said. "This Is an obligation 
measured in terms of buman life that 
rests on every .\inei ii nn. 

"The new program is less siierlfle 
but no less defmite tlian that of tbe 
last twelve months. During the first 
year, the Food Administration met one 
emergency after another as it rose. 
This year it will be a long, steady pull 
directed to the whole food situation 
and not so much to particular com- 
modities. After a year's experience 
the Food Administration is o na new 
footing here and abroad. The ways 
have been learned, the methods have 
been developed. The war conscience 
is active everywhere. The spirit which 
will carry Ibis ffort through to anoth- 
er triuniidi is alone the same, yet in- 
tensified by the year of anxiety and 
brightened hopes. Although tbe job 
will be harder during the next twelve 
months, Kentucky will do it in tbe 
utnal way." '

I hope 
that all of you are in the best of 
health., I thought I would drop you a 
fLW lines to let you know that tbe 
Oermans rmally sent me to the bos- 
I pital with a sliglit wound in tlie leu-. 
It tftok tliree battles before tliey i;(jt 
be. but 1 got quite a few of Ibem Ije- 
fore they got me. 

I think this last drive will J\ist 
about end this war. 1 hope so for 1 
certainly would love to see all of you 
again soon. We went over the top 
at day break September 12 and we 
were still advancing when I was hit. 
The Qermans will not l|^ht at all as 
soon as they are cornered. The only 
tlUng that they are fighting with is 
tlieir artillery. I have not had a let- 
ter from either of you for some time. 
I hope that there is some mall from 
yau by the time I get back to my Com- 
pany.

Hagerstown, Md.— The moat sweep- 
ing law against dogs as a means of 
protecting the sheep and cattle ot 
fariiierH, cnncted by the last session 
of the Maryland legislature, went Into 
effect throughout the state on July 1. 

The law provides that all dogs must 
be licensed, the owners to pay a spe- 
cial tax for them. All dogs f4tuid at 
large without tags after July 1 can 
be killed by anybody. The money re- 
ceived from licenses wilt help to re- 
pay the furincrs for the loss of cattle 
or sheep killcii by dogs.
